It is token for granted that one may 
have the right and privilege to manu¬ 
facture anything he wishes on his own 
re i mis s, whether it is clothes, furni¬ 
ture. hardware, cigars, beer or wine 
But if one is a manufacturer he must 
dispose of his goods or sooner or later 
go out of business. Then the question 
is, shall it he a r'tail or wholesale 
business In other words shall ht* deal 
elrcct with the consumer and so retail 
Pis own goods or ship in larger quan¬ 
tities to a dealer and have smaller 
profit but less troub'e? If shipping to 
a dealer lie is obliged to compete with 
■ tiler manufacturers. So the man 
which is able to dispose of his goods 
direct to the consumer, in his home 
city, without any competitors, is in¬ 
deed fortunate. This is the case with 
our wine manufacturers. And this is 
where the puzzle comes in. how tem¬ 
perance workers could be made to be¬ 
lieve for so manj years that they wen 
living in a temperance town merely 
through the misuse of the word 
"whole-sale." when it is a well known 
fact that any man, woman, boy or 
girl of suitable age e in buy all the wini 
lie wants without going out of our city

HOW TO BUY A HORSE. 

Practical Hints on Selecting Animal 1 
That Will Be Useful. 

The first things always to consider [ 
in a horse are his feet and legs, for it | 9 
Is clear that even if he were abso 
lately perfect in other respects he p 
would he of little value if anything vj 
were the matter with Ills feet or legs. | 
says David I'.ull'uiu in the Saturday ; 
Evening Post. Ilis feet should be syin- * 
j metrical in shape and neither too deep I 
' nor too flat, for the too deep foot Is | 
' more liable to become contracted, and 
] the Hat foot always gives trouble on I 
hard roads. Of these two defects, j 
however, the flat foot Is the worse. 

The limbs should be clean that Is. 
free from fleshiness and they should 
have plenty of hone nnd substance 
| The fore legs should he long from the 
horse's body down to the knee and 
short from the knee to the fetlock 
Joint. It Is well to remember that 
this point Is an exceedingly Important \ j 
one in a road horse. 

The hind legs should lie both clean j 
and Hat. A round leg is always to be t 
avoided, arid It cannot la too clean j 
If it looks as If the skin had been re I 
moved, the hone scraped and the skin I 
then put back again, so mu h tip 
better, but limbs ns clean as this are 
found only on high bred horses nnd 
| are not to be expected in cold blooded 
or draft stock 

Mitch hair on the limb Is also to be | 
avoided There are. It is true, many I 
good draft horses that nre rather hairy | 
limbed, but the feature adds nothing I 
to their value and in a road horse I 
would be intolerable. The gambrel I 
joint should be strong and well devel- I 
oped, and it is better that it be rel¬ 
atively near the ground, though this I 
Is not as important as in the case of 1 
the fore knee. 

T'nsoundnesses of the limbs, such as ( 
spavins, ringbones and the like arc not l 
much to be feared In buying "new" 
horses, but should always be looked J 
j f„r. They are very easily describ-d. 1 
put it would he well to study them i 
further by examining some horse that | 
Is known to have them. A spavin i 
a bony enlargement on the Inside of • 
the gambrel Joint. 

A ringbone—worst of all defects of ; 
this character, though all are bad j 
enough is a bony enlargement run- 
i ning around the ankle between the j 
| poof and the fetlock joint. Splints are 
small bony enlargements on the inside I 
of the fore leg between the knee and I 
the fetlock Joint They rarely do much 
harm unless unduly large or situated I 
|. too near the knee. The horse should 
j stand squarely upon tils legs. His feet 
! ! should be well under him. not sprawl | 
: ed apart, nnd his hoofs should be 
j straight fore and aft. neither toeing 
In nor out.

obtains and makes use of Its food ar 
both mechanical and chemical. It i 
possible for it to masticate and taki 
into its digestive organs food in any 
state of contamination or infection 
making the introduction of disease ai 
easy matter. In this respect the sim 
pie life of a vegetable seems at leas 
to afford some safeguards not enjoyed 
-ven by human beings- The latter, i 
might be remarked, were furnished 
with thinking apparatus which is sup¬ 
posed to afford a sufficient safeguard 
But to return to the bumble vegetable 
before it can make use of its food ma¬ 
terials they must be broken down to 
their elementary form or unit ri in th< 
simplest chemical compounds. Dis¬ 
ease germs and noxious products of 
decomposition need not apply for ad¬ 
mission in such form. They can t ge‘ 
In. The purity of the food materials 
of a vegetable furnishes one of tht 
strong! st arguments in favor of a veg 
t uian diet. Perhaps that is why th 
whole anima 1 creation is finally de¬ 
pendent upon the vegetable kingdoti 
for its living, the carnivora being really 
l( pendent upon the herbivora for food 
The only danger which is really ap¬ 
parent in the use of impure irrigatin' 
water is readily guarded against. Tha 
's the danger of external infection ii 
;ho case of such vegetables as rad 
'shes which are eaten raw and migh 
not bo properly washed. Hence it may 
be seen that the cleanly housewife ha 
no cause for worry over the questio: 
if where her favorite vegetable mai 
trots his Irrigating water.

Nitrie Acid if Used With Cary l- 
Usually Effective. 

A painful thickening of the skin 
ioruetimes occurs on one of the sev 
eral surfaces of the intcrdigital regions 
of the toes. Tills is ordiuarily known 
ns the soft corn. 

The development of the lesion ex 
plains the res stance which it offers to 
topical tned'eaments. In fact, the epi¬ 
dermis. heing in an irritated condition 
nil round the small tumor, gradually 
encircles it with enlarged horny layers 
until it is completely covered. The 
first thing to be dour, therefore, is to 
remove tills circular epithelial barrier. 

For this purpose the parts must be 
carefully washed with soap and wn 
ter and then with alcohol. This saf 
fives to rentier visible a little h(>’'ow 
covering on the top of the conical 
thickening, forming a kind of hood 
over the tumor. It may be gently re 
moved by means of ttie point of tine 
sdssors without drawing blood | : . 
this way the small corn, tile source of 
ail [lie trouble, is laid bare. 

All that is now required is to place 
a drop of nitric acid on the tumor bj 
means of a small wooden rod nrd to 
leave it to penetrate the coni. Th-; 
natural moisture of the parts favors 
Hie infiltration of the acid. 

After a few minutes t lie tumor i 
carefully washed with diluted waiei 
which quickly soothes tile smartin' 
resulting from the chemical cauterizn 
tion A moist dressing of aseptic cot¬ 
ton wool is then placed over it. Tills 
should be removed the same evening 
On Hie following days tin* part should 
lie washed with soap and water and a 
small rill of cotton applied. Tow. rd 
Mia third it fourth day ttie brownish 
crust caused li.v the cauteriz ition Is cut 
>ut with fine scissors, and then a small 
wound is laid Imre. This is soon heal 
ed when dressed with boiled water. 

In ease the first operation has not 
been sufficient, a fact which may be 
easily determined by touching the 
parts to find whether there is still auy 
painful hardening, a new cauterization 
by nitric acid is practiced, followed by 
a similar series of dressings. 

it is rare that a soft corn of average 
dimensions—that is. of the size of a 
millet seed or a lentik-resists a third 
cauterization. —New York Herald.
